ALBANY — Jorge Sandoval, the owner 
of Walker’s Restaurant and Pie Shop on 
Solano Avenue, has recycled much of the 
garbage the business has generated since 
he took it over five years ago. 

Today he’s considering joining a food- 
scrap recycling program offered by trash 
collection company Waste Management. 
It could decrease his garbage bill by 40 
percent. 


Grant to help Albany go green 


“I didn’t know Waste Management had 
a program about recycling food itself,” 
Sandoval said. “That’s what’s new to us.” 

A recently awarded grant from a 
county recycling agency is allowing the 
Albany Chamber of Commerce to inform 
businesses about programs such as Waste 
Management’s as part of the Green Al- 
bany Project, an effort to reduce the 
amount of waste businesses produce by 
80 percent. 

Supported by city, regional and na- 
tional political leaders, the $43,000 grant 
will allow the chamber to hire three part- 
time employees and a consultant to pro- 
vide the resources businesses need to 
reach that goal.

Johnston 
announces 
resignation

RICHMOND — West Contra Costa school dis- 
trict Superintendent Gloria Johnston announced 
Wednesday that she will leave to 
become the dean of education at 
National University in San Diego. 

Her resignation from the 
33,000-student district, which has 
an operating budget of nearly 
$275 million, will become effec- 
tive Aug. 15. 

"It’s a bittersweet moment,” 
Johnston said at Wednesday’s 
school board meeting. “While I’m 
excited for a new opportunity, I’m 
also sad to leave a place I’ve grown so attached 
to.” 

Johnston, 60, has served as West Contra Costa 
superintendent since 1999. Her salary was 
$191,000, including a housing and car allowance, 
said Ruth Vedovelli, an associate superintendent 
for fiscal services. 

Severe budget cuts following a state budget cri- 
sis, tense labor discussions and academic im- 
provement marked Johnston’s tenure with the dis- 
trict. 

When she arrived in 1999, 17 schools scored 
500 or below on the state’s 1,000-point achieve- 
ment scale. Today, all schools rise above the 500 
mark; 800 is considered excellent. 

The district also initiated a sweeping recon- 
struction of 22 campuses with $450 million in voter- 
approved bond issue money. The district also passed 
a parcel tax last June that managed to keep sports 
and music afloat. 

Johnston took criticism from the community 
and teachers, particularly on issues of school clo-

Parents aim to shield

@ Albany school board is one of a few 
considering restrictions on Uncle Sam

As bombs continue to explode in the Middle 
East, and U.S. armed forces search for fresh re- 
cruits, one source of young servicemen and women 
has become increasingly difficult to tap. 

Some high schools, emboldened by parents and 
legislators, are raising their own defenses against 
the military. 

The Albany school board is expected to set re- 
strictions for military recruiters this summer. 

The Alameda County Board of Education re- 
cently considered a resolution urging parents to 
keep their children’s information from military re- 
cruiters. And Castro Valley High School parents 
are fighting to put Quaker brochures next to 
Marines pamphlets in the career center. 

Resistance to campus recruiting has cropped 
up around the nation, including in Seattle, where 
a parent-teacher group voted last month to ban the 
military from schools. 

In the Bay Area, opposition is fueled by news 
of questionable recruitment tactics as well as anti- 
war sentiment. 

“I don’t want the kids I’ve taught to go to Iraq 
and get killed for a worthless war,” said Albany 
High teacher David De Hart, organizer of a dis- 
trict committee to limit campus recruiting. 

Not all parents or teachers share that view. 

Kip Biagi, father of a Pinole Valley High School 
sophomore, said he sees no problem with boots 
and berets on school grounds if it means replen- 
ishing the nation’s stock of defenders. 

“You need soldiers,” Biagi said. “What’s going to 
happen if we run out? Then we'll be in big trouble.”

School board supports health curriculum

Activist to speak out 
on Haitian deportation

Haitians are being deported 
from the United States even as the 
State Department declares their 
country unsafe and advises Amer- 
icans to stay away. 

That’s unfair, says Lucie Ton- 
dreau, a Florida-based Haitian ac- 
tivist. She wants the United States 
to let them stay, or at least suspend 
deportation proceedings just as it 
does for immigrants from seven 
other nations. 

Tondreau will be in El Cerrito 
on Saturday to talk about the de- 
portation of Haitian immigrants as 
part of a presentation on the plight 
of her native country, in particu- 
lar as it relates to the women. She 
will speak at St. John the Baptist 
Catholic Church, which has a sis- 
ter parish, Ste. Elizabeth, in Fond- 
Tortue, Haiti. 

St. John also works with a con- 
gregation of sisters in Haiti who 
teach school, work as midwives 
and nurses and otherwise minis- 
ter to “the poorest of the poor,” 
said Sister Stella Goodpasture, a 
Dominican nun who is also a so- 
cial justice worker at St. John. 

The sisters recently had to sus- 
pend their work at a clinic in Car- 
refour, outside the capital, Port-au- 
Prince. 

“Right now the situation is un- 
safe for everyone,” said Goodpas- 
ture, who visited Haiti in Septem- 
ber. “Even (the sisters) do not feel 
safe to go outside.” 

Anarchy has taken hold of 
Haiti, where heavily armed gangs 
prowl the streets. 

Soldiers loyal to the U.S.-in- 
stalled prime minister, Gérard La- 
tortue, have been implicated in

Tondreau wants the U.S. Citi- 
zenship and Immigration Services, 
a branch of the Department of 
Homeland Security, to grant Haiti 
Temporary Protected Status (TPS) 
as it does for seven other coun- 
tries. 

Natives of those countries — 
Burundi, El Salvador, Honduras, 
Liberia, Nicaragua, Somalia, Su- 
dan — are deemed "temporarily 
unable to safely return to their 
home country because of ongoing 
armed conflict, the temporary ef- 
fects of an environmental disaster, 
or other extraordinary and tem- 
porary conditions.” 

“Haiti does not meet the para- 
meters set by Congress” to qual- 
ify for TPS status, said Joanna 
Gonzalez, a spokeswoman for the 
Department of Homeland security.

Zra-Reet shows different side of Muslim women 


{4 ra-Reet!!” is the name 

/ of Khadijah Chadly’s 

documentary film that 

will be shown at the Albany Li- 
brary on Wednesday at 7 p.m. 
Zra-Reet!! is a sound of ulula- 
tion that Moroccan women 
make in excitement or for en- 
tertainment. And in this docu- 
mentary we hear them use it 
for both purposes. 

Chadly’s Moroccan-born 
husband, Yassir, appears in the 
documentary, translating the 
remarks of the women — part 
of his extended family — 
whose oral histories are por- 
trayed. Chadly made the film to 
show that Muslim women are 
treated differently in different 
Middle Eastern countries. And 
the message is loud and clear 
in Zra-Reet!! Here the women 
are free to dress as they like, 
although most of them do wear 
the scarves to cover their 
heads. They delight in color, 
and there are no restrictions. 
Also, they do interact with 
men, although they were not 
used to talking about marriage 
and children in mixed com- 
pany, so having Yassir present 
during the telling of their sto- 
ries was a titillating experience. 

Watching their uninhibited 
pleasure in recalling the events 
of their lives shatters the pic- 
ture many of us carry of Mus- 
lim women. One of them de- 
lights in telling of how she 
happened to marry a man 
many, many years older than 
her, a story that makes them all 
laugh heartily. It is a happy 
sound, an emotion we rarely 
think of when we consider the 
lot of Muslim women in the 
Middle East. 

Chadly, an American born in 
New York, of Jewish parents, 
has embraced Islam since mar- 
rying Yassir. Her father escaped 
from Nazi Germany in 1936, 
and her mother was born in 
Harlem when it was a Jewish 
“ghetto.” The family moved to

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Deep analysis of children’s picture books

One of the classes I’m tak- 
ing this semester is on chil- 
dren’s literature, for ages 0 to 6 
— although I admit I’m not 
clear on what it means to be 
zero. Every week we will be 
reading children’s books and 
professional resources on the 
importance of children’s litera- 
ture. One of these books is 
Ellen Handler Spitz’s “Inside 
Picture Books,” which provides 
one person's deeply considered 
opinions of the value of picture 
books in general, as well as in- 
depth analyses of many of the 
books we might see as classics. 

Her goal, she says in her in- 
troduction, is to “set down re- 
flections that are meant to be 
helpful in choosing, introduc- 
ing, rendering and interpreting 
cultural objects for young chil- 
dren” (Page 2). 

I have read many picture 
books in my life, starting when

I read to my youngest brother 
and then on through the child- 
hoods of my own children. In 
fact, this past week when I 
picked up our tattered, stained 
and possibly chewed copy of 
“Peter Rabbit”, I was surprised 
to see my brother’s name writ- 
ten in the front, alongside the 
words “Christmas 1961.”

And a comment 
she makes as she talks about 
the recurring theme of windows 
in children’s books — that a 
window can only keep out what 
is real, not what is unreal — re- 
minded me of lying in bed at 
night as a child and wanting the 
curtains open. I remember 
thinking that if I could see the 
darkness, I could make sure 
there was nothing out there to 
get me. 

Spitz also talks about the is- 
sues of race, gender and eth- 
nicity, and how they are repre- 
sented in the books we read to 
our children.

“The market has been taken 
over by the dark side of the farm,” 
Obi Wan Cannoli tells Cuke Sky- 
walker. “The Empire ... has ruth- 
lessly conquered the market, 
nearly wiping out our organic 
earth with short-sighted practices 
like genetic engineering, radiation 
and massive pesticide use.” 

The Organic Trade Associa- 
tion, which declined to disclose 
the cost of the Store Wars video, 
said it decided to try viral mar- 
keting to reach a wide audience, 
particularly young consumers. 
The campaign, launched 10 days 
before the release of “Star Wars: 
Revenge of the Sith,” has in- 
creased traffic to its site, 
www.0ota.com, including its di- 
rectory of places to buy organic 
products, and far surpassed its 
aim to reach 1 million consumers 
in two months. 

“It’s really to educate con- 
sumers and to promote the use 
of organic products,” said Bar- 
bara Haumann, a spokeswoman 
for the Organic Trade Associa- 
tion. “People are having fun with 
this. It’s not to be taken literally 
or seriously,” 

Not everyone has embraced 
the group’s message, however. “I 
think it’s clever, but I’m disap- 
pointed because it is so blatantly 
self-promoting and factually 
wrong,” said Christine Bruhn, di- 


ine viral ads moving at lightspeed 


rector of the Center for Con- 
sumer Research at UC Davis. 
“There are many who believe to 
be sustainable you need to use 
some of these newer techniques 
like genetic engineering, which 
lets you produce with less pesti- 
cide use (and is) more environ- 
mentally friendly.” 

Free Range Graphics produced 
the film, shooting most of it on lo- 
cation at the El Cerrito Natural 
Grocery Co., a cousing of Berke- 
ley Natural Grocery on Gilman 
Street. For four days in late 
March, a small film crew arrived 
just before the employee-owned 
grocery store closed, and shot for 
12 hours until the store reopened 
the next day. Louis Fox, co- 
founder of Free Range, created 
the puppets with string and cre- 
ative costuming, turning a head 
of lettuce and two doughnuts into 
Princess Lettuce, a slice of ham 
into Ham Solo, a head of broccoli 
into Chewbroccoli, and a small 
piece of tofu into Tofu D2. 

“We used a couple of vegeta- 
bles for most of (the characters) 
because they would get rotten,” 
Fox said. “There were two Ham 
Solos. By the end of the last day, 
there was orange slime on him.” 

It took about two months for 
Free Range Graphics, a Wash- 
ington, D.C.-based studio focus- 
ing on online advocacy ads, to 
produce the script and film the 
sequence. The crew also shot a

salad bar scene at the Harvest Ur- 
ban Market in San Francisco. 
Light sabers and other visual and 
sound effects were added digi- 
tally. 

“Store Wars” is certainly not the 
first to take advantage of the con- 
tagious nature of the Internet. Last 
year, brothers Gregg and Evan 
Spiridellis of JibJab Media re- 
leased the presidential election 
parody “This Land,” which be- 
came a national sensation. Busi- 
nesses hoping to connect with con- 
sumers are catching on. Last 
month, Anheuser-Busch hired Jib- 
Jab to build the same sort of on- 
line buzz for Budweiser. 

Last year, Microsoft sold 2.4 
million copies of the video game 
“Halo 2, amassing $125 million 
on its first day, in part through 
an Internet-based game called “I 
Love Bees.” Burger King has ag- 
gressively sought an online pres- 
ence through its “Subservient 
Chicken,” where a_ person 
dressed as a chicken responds to 
typed commands, and, most re- 
cently, its Star Wars tie-in, “Sith 
Sense,” where Darth Vader reads 
the user’s mind by posing a se- 
ries of questions. 

But the Web effect poses risks, 
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too, with the potential to gener- 
ate just as much negative pub- 
licity in the same short amount 
of time. Kryptonite, the maker of 
the popular U-shaped bike lock, 
unexpectedly discovered this late 
last year after a New York City 
bicyclist posted on his blog, or 
online diary, a homemade video 
demonstrating how he picked his 
lock with a Bic pen in about 20 
seconds. The news created an 
online firestorm and put the pop- 
ular, longtime bike lock maker 
on the defensive. 

Run an Internet search for 
United Airlines, and one of the 
top results is a popular Web site 
called “Untied,” documenting 
complaints and problems with 
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the airline. And Mazda did not 
endear itself to consumers after 
it launched a fake blog to talk 
about its new Mazda 3. 


“You have no control,” said 
Max Kalehoff, director of mar- 
keting for Buzzmetrics, a re- 
search and consulting firm fo- 
cusing on word of mouth 
marketing. “It can be effective, 
sometimes, sometimes not.”

Restrict recruiters’ 
access to students 


OST PEOPLE support the troops in Iraq, but they 
Mie necessarily feel the same way about military 


recruiters on their high school campuses. As re- 
ported in today’s Journal, the Albany school board is ex- 
pected to set restrictions on recruiting this summer. And it 
is far from alone in expressing reservations about the mili- 
tary’s efforts to use our schools to shore up its ranks. 
Alameda County Board of Education recently considered a 
resolution urging parents to keep their children’s informa- 
tion from recruiters. The Berkeley school district requires 
parents to sign a form before it releases student informa- 
tion to the military, and it bans all recruiters from its cam- 
puses. 

It may strike some as unpatriotic for Albany and other 
districts to interfere with the military’s attempt to increase 
its troop levels at a time when the nation is at war and our 
forces are stretched thin. After all, the best way to support 
our troops in Iraq is to get more men and women into uni- 
form to alleviate the enormous burdens they face. 

Nevertheless, we believe the actions of Albany and 
other districts in trying to restrict the role of military re- 
cruiters is not only understandable but commendable. This 
is not an issue of trying to dissuade our young men and 
women from military service or opposing the war in Iraq. 
Rather, it is an issue of ensuring that teenagers, many of 
whom cannot yet vote, have a clear and accurate picture of 
the risks and rewards of military service — and the situa- 
tion in Iraq — before making such a critical decision. Re- 
grettably, there is little reason to believe that will be the 
case if military recruiters are allowed unfettered access to 
high school students. 

An Albany committee formed to limit campus recruiting 
claims that recruiters often glorify the perks of military 
service while downplaying the hazards. The Army insists 
this is not true, but given the Bush administration’s track 
record in portraying the situation in Iraq, it is easy to see 
how teenagers could be misled about the dangers they 
may face should they sign up. 

- Vice President Dick Cheney recently said the Iraqi in- 
surgency seems to be in its “last throes,” despite the fact 
the violence continues unabated and many military offi- 
cers see no end in sight. In May, 67 U.S. soldiers and 
Marines were killed by hostile fire, the fourth-highest tally 
since the war began, according to the Iraq Coalition Casu- 
alty Count, an Internet site that uses official casualty re- 
ports. Since Iraq’s interim government took power April 
28, more than 700 Iraqis have been killed. 

With the armed forces under intense pressure to meet 
their recruiting goals, it is not difficult to imagine a re- 
cruiter picking up on the vice president’s statement and 
leaving the impression that the worst is behind us in Iraq. 
While we all hope that Cheney’s assessment is far more 
accurate than his guarantee before the war that U.S. 
forces would be greeted as liberators, the current reality 
suggests otherwise. 

A provision in the federal No Child Left Behind Act re- 
quires districts, at the risk of losing federal funding, to 
provide student information to the military unless parents 
opt out. It should be the other way around. Parents should 
have to opt in, as they do in Berkeley. Because of this pro- 
vision, the districts in most need of federal money will 
continue to grant the military the most latitude in recruit- 
ing their students. These are also districts that tend to 
serve low-income people, who traditionally are more re- 
ceptive to joining the military. The West Contra Costa dis- 
trict, which includes El Cerrito High School, has agreed to 
comply with the provision. 

The military has a right to be granted access to those 
who express a real interest in serving their country, but we 
believe that access should be carefully monitored so that 
parents and schools know exactly what teens are being 
told. Teens should be encouraged to read independent 
news reports about the situation in Iraq and in the armed 
forces in general before making final decisions. Parents 
and teachers should be encouraged to take part in recruit- 
ing visits. 

The bottom line is that these young men and women 
should be under no illusions when deciding to commit 
themselves to military service. Our schools can and should 
play a valuable role toward that end.

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“We need a place to live,” 
Klugman said. “Everything is far 
too expensive in Albany.” 

Planning and zoning com- 
missioner Phillip Moss also had 
concerns, saying the north and 
south sides of the building looked 
“massive.” 

He suggested reducing the 
complex by one unit or includ- 
ing a unit of affordable housing. 

“I think you could meet with 
the neighbors,” said Moss, “and 
come up with a solution that 
works.” 

The commission voted 3-0 to 
table the proposal until its July 
26 meeting. 

Commissioner David Arkin 
excused himself from the hear- 
ing because he lives within 500 
feet of the project. Commissioner 
Leo Panian was absent. 

Before the apartment building 
discussion, the commission voted 
4-0 to recommended an afford- 
able housing ordinance to the 
City Council. 

If approved, the ordinance 
would require developers build- 
ing more than five units of hous- 
ing to set aside 15 percent of 
those units for households with 
low or very low incomes. 


Developers who refuse to 
build those units would have the 
option of paying a fee equal to 
the difference between the mar- 
ket rate cost of the unit and what 
a low or very-low income house- 
hold could afford. 


The council will likely con- 
sider the new law in September, 
said associate planner Billy 
Gross. 

Finally, the commission post- 
poned a decision on whether to 
allow Nextel Communications to 
move four cell phone antennas 
from one part of a commercial 
building to another, at 1035 San 
Pablo Ave. 


Nextel wants to move the an- 
tennas to provide improved cell 
phone coverage, according to a 
letter submitted to the city. 


Gross said the commission 
wanted more information about 
Nextel’s cell phone coverage in 
the city and why the relocation 
is needed. 

In early March, the city ap- 
proved a stricter wireless ordi- 
nance requiring cell phone com- 
panies to provide that 
information when applying for 
permits.

Green 
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Once the chamber reaches its 
recycling goals, it plans to pro- 
mote the business district as 
“green,” giving residents another 
reason to shop locally. 

“Our ultimate goal is to be the 
greenest city in the country, and 
I feel that’s something we can 
do,” James Carter, the chamber 
director, said. “It saves businesses 
money, and it’s good for the en- 
vironment.” 

The chamber received the 
grant from the Alameda County 
Recycling Board, an arm of Stop- 
waste.org, a county agency that 
implements state and county re- 
cycling goals. 

Meghan Starkey, the director 
of the recycling board, said that 
because of its small size, Albany 
is in a unique position to create 
an environmentally friendly busi- 
ness district. 

“We've never had a grant ap- 
plication from a chamber of com- 
merce,” Starkey said. “We’re de- 
lighted to have it. It’s good to see 
that the environmental message 
is being carried by a mainstream 
organization like the chamber.” 

Congresswoman Barbara Lee, 
Contra Costa County Supervisor 
Keith Carson and the Albany City 
Council also support the effort. 

The city has offered 200 hours 
of staff time annually to the pro- 
ject, said environmental re- 
sources associate Nicole Narver. 

Councilwoman Jewel 
Okawachi said she would like to 
see the city take the environ- 
mental cause even further, per- 
haps through the use of solar 
panels in the revamped City Hall. 


Assemblywoman Loni Han- 
cock said Albany may provide a 
model for other communities. 

“Nothing is more important 
than conserving energy, con- 
serving our water, and putting 
less trash in our landfills,” she 
said. “Most people know how im- 
portant this is and want to do it, 
and often do it at home, but don’t 
know how to do it at their busi- 
nesses.” 

Carter said the Green Albany 
Project will help businesses con- 
nect with a number of regional 
organizations to reduce energy 
consumption and increase recy- 
cling. Those organizations in- 
clude the East Bay Municipal 
Utilities District, Waste Manage- 
ment, Smart Lights, the Alameda 
County Green Business Program 
and more. 

Walker’s Pie Shop is one of 
four Albany restaurants signing 
up for a food-recycling program 
Waste Management began offer- 
ing city businesses last year. 

Sandoval already recycles his 
cardboard and grease, and has 
installed low-flow toilets and 
faucet nozzles. A representative 
from Waste Management is help- 
ing him to recycle food scraps by 
finding him the right compost 
bins and scheduling a time for 
pick-up. 

He’s also looking at installing 
energy-efficient lighting. 

“They have to show me what 
kind of savings will be there,” 
said Sandoval. “Because I know 
there will be a lot of expense with 
changing the fixtures.”

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The debate heated up four 
years ago. The federal No Child 
Left Behind Act passed by Con- 
gress in 2001 requires districts, 
at the risk of losing federal 
money, to provide student infor- 
mation to the military, unless par- 
ents opt out. Schools also must 
offer the military access to stu- 
dents equal to that given to cor- 
porate or university recruiters. 

U.S. Rep. Mike Honda, D-San 
Jose, is pushing a bill that would 
require school districts to keep 
student information from the mil- 
itary unless parents sign an au- 
thorization form. 

The Berkeley school district 
already employs an opt-in form 
though it is not legally recog- 
nized, said spokesman Mark 
Coplan. The district years ago 
banned recruiters of all kinds, 
Coplan said, including those in 
uniform. 

The West Contra Costa school 
board voted in 2002 to comply 
with federal guidelines to avoid 
losing federal dollars. 

In Castro Valley, parents say 
that military recruiters are abus- 
ing their right on campus, stray- 
ing from their allotted spot in the 
career center during Friday vis- 
its. 

“They were out the other day 
signing yearbooks,” said Sheryl 
Lipari, the mother of a Castro 
Valley High sophomore. “I don’t 
think that most parents are 
aware.” 

After a recruiter approached 
Lipari’s 16-year-old son, she 
asked to put her own pamphlets 
on campus, including one by the 
pacifist Quaker group American 
Friends Service Committee. The 
school refused, according to 
Sheila Jordan, superintendent of 
the Alameda County Board of 
Education. 

Lipari and other like-minded 
parents then formed Support 
Truth in Recruitment, or STIR. 
The group stamped their fliers 
“banned at Castro Valley High 
School” and passed them out 
near school. Last week, they hit 
the local farmers market. 

“I’m not necessarily against 
the military. I’m not really against 
recruiting,” said STIR member 
Dave Siegel. “I want it to be fair.” 

Albany school board member 
Miriam Walden said her district 
will consider more stringent rules 
for visiting recruiters. Currently, 
recruiters may appear on career 
day and can also speak in 
classes. 

“Maybe that’s better because 
kids can ask questions,” Walden 
said. “Or maybe the best way is 
to really restrict that kind of ac- 
cess.” 

Like STIR, one of the Albany 
committee’s main gripes is that 
recruiters scrambling to meet

quotas fail to touch on the 
harsher aspects of service while 
glorifying the perks, such as col- 
lege tuition through the GI Bill. 


“They don’t talk about sexual 
harassment and death,” Walden 
said. 


An Army spokesman rejected 
the assertion that recruiters hide 
the hazards of military duty. 


“We expect our recruiters to 
be as upfront and honest with the 
public as possible about what 
service in the Army entails, both 
the benefits and the risks,” said 
spokesman Douglas Smith of the 
Army’s recruiting command in 
Fort Knox, Ky. 


Recruiting opponents point to 
recent incidents that call into 
question recruiter integrity. 


In January, touring Army 
marksmen rattled College Park 
High School students and staff 
in Pleasant Hill by setting up a 
fake shooting range complete 
with gun replicas outfitted to sim- 
ulate recoil. 


In Ukiah, two Marine re- 
cruiters are accused of sexual 
misconduct with a high school 
student. 


In Colorado, a high school 
journalism student working un- 
der cover accused recruiters in 
March of accepting his fake 
diploma and helping him hide 
drug use. This claim remains un- 
der investigation, Smith said. 


“We take any allegation of re- 
cruiter impropriety very seri- 
ously,” Smith said. “It’s hurtful 
when we have people who vio- 
late ... our standards.” 


Ethical recruitment is vital to 
maintaining the ranks of well- 
trained soldiers, said Randall 
Allen of Hercules, the father of 
a 19-year-old Army infantryman. 


“We have to have men who 
are willing to go out there and 
do that job,” Allen said. 


His son Shawn flew to boot 
camp right after graduating last 
June from Freedom High School 
in Oakley. 


Parents must be involved in 
the decision, Allen said. He 
checked out his son’s recruiter, 
scrutinized the contract and clar- 
ified its terms before allowing his 
son to join. He also talked to a 
friend who joined the Navy in his 
youth. 


“He wound up scrubbing toi- 
lets for his entire career,” Allen 
said. “I wanted to make sure that 
didn’t happen to my son.”

Hays incorporated these outcrop- 
pings and the wonderful oak trees 
for which Spring named his devel- 
opment in his design.

Then new wood was laid in se- 
verely damaged spots in the wood 
floors and the floors were refinished. 
New linoleum was selected and in- 
stalled in the baths, kitchen and 
family room. 

Window frames and tile were 
scrubbed. Wallpaper was removed; 
some was painted over. Damaged 
paneling was repaired, then 
painted, closets and cupboards 
washed and painted too.

@ What real estate agent 
warning signs should | 
watch out for?

A “red flag” is a term used in the 
real estate business that refers to a 
property defect that might be a 
warning sign of a bigger problem. 
When you're buying or selling a 
home, you should be on the look- 
out for warning signs in every as- 
pect of your real estate experience, 
not just in the home inspection 
arena. 

For instance, suppose an agent 
shows up late for appointments, 
and is lax about returning your 
phone calls, This is a red flag that 
indicates you can expect a similar 
lack of professionalism throughout 
the course of your working rela- 
tionship. 

As soon as possible, let the 
agent know what kind of service 


entertaining.

you expect. If your agent isn't re- 
sponsive to constructive criticism, 
find yourself an agent who will pro- 
vide quality service. 

Another red flag is real estate 
agents who are willing to work out- 
side their area of expertise. This is 
happening more and more often as 
Multiple Listing Services combine 
with one another to create immense 
entities that can pass lower fees on 
to their member agents. This does- 
n't necessarily provide you with bet- 
ter service. 

In most cases, it's legal for a real 
estate agent to represent buyers 
and sellers anywhere within the 
state in which they're licensed. 
However, it’s the client who suffers 
from inadequate representation if 
agents work so far a field that they 
aren't aware of such things as lo- 
cal business practices, customs and 
laws affecting real estate, geologi- 
cal problems and point-of-sale com- 
pliance ordinances.

One buyer who was working 
with an agent from San Francisco 
decided to buy a house in Oakland. 
Rather than refer the buyer to an 
Oakland agent, the San Francisco 
agent told his client that he could 
help him buy the home in Oakland. 

Since the San Francisco agent 
didn't routinely work in Oakland, he 
didn't know how closing costs were 
customarily shared between the 
buyer and seller. He told his client 
that he needed to offer to split the 
cost of transfer taxes with the seller 
on a 50-50 basis. 

In San Francisco, there is a city 
tax that is customarily paid by the 
seller and a county tax of $1.10 per 
$1,000 of sale price. In Oakland, 
there is the same county tax that is 
charged in San Francisco plus the 
city of Oakland transfer tax of $15 
per $1,000. 

The custom in Oakland is for the 
seller to pay all of the country trans- 
fer tax, and for the buyer and seller

HOUSE HUNTING TIP: You can 
put yourself at a disadvantage by 
working, with an out-of-area agent 
if the market is competitive.

Q: | understand that there is a 
Web site for estimating construction 
costs. What is it? 

A: At www.contractors.com, 
you'll find a cost estimator for a va- 
riety of projects — remodeling a 
bathroom or kitchen or installing a 
wooden floor, just to name a few. 
The site will ask for your ZIP code, 
to give you localized estimates for 
materials for your project, as well 
as installation and labor costs com- 
mon to your area. 

Q: | am remodeling my kitchen. 
I'd like to have radiant floor heating 
installed there and in a shed that will 
be used as a laundry room. | would 
prefer to have both floors covered 
with sheet vinyl because tile is too 
hard on the feet and would raise the 
floor levels. : 

The heating contractor assures 
me that sheet vinyl with a thin ply- 
wood subfloor would conduct the 
heat properly, and that the water 
flowing through the radiant-heat tub- 
ing will be 125 degrees.

| called a vinyl tile manufacturer 
and was told vinyl and laminate 
flooring can be used as long as the 
subfloor temperature doesn't ex- 
ceed 85 degrees. Neither the man- 
ufacturer nor the contractor has any 
firsthand information on whether a 
vinyl floor is possible. 

A: Any kind of flooring will act 
as insulation and reduce the 
amount of heat you feel, so you 
want to make the flooring layer as 
thin as possible, Many radiant-heat 
system manufacturers recommend 
laminate flooring because it is thin 
and less prone to shrinking or 
cracking. They also recommend 
strips of laminate flooring instead 
of planks; strips will expand and 
contract less. 

Some contractors with experi- 
ence using vinyl over a radiant sys- 
tem say the heat will cause the vinyl 
to yellow after a while, even if the 
subfloor remains at 85 degrees. It 
all boils down to proper installation, 
whatever you decide to use. Floor- 
ing manufacturers establish proce- 
dures that have to be followed or 
the warranty is voided. For exam- 
ple, Armstrong, which makes vinyl 
and laminate flooring, says proper 
room and material conditioning not 
only affects flooring products and 
adhesives during installation but 
also assures proper curing, setting 
and bonding of the products. Sud- 
den temperature changes and ex- 
tremes can adversely affect instal- 
lation and performance. 

Get the floor you want and in- 
sist that the contractor follow the in- 
stallation procedures. Know what 
the warranty covers and keep all 
documentation, just in case, 

Q: Our 18-year-old stucco 
steeple began peeling near the top 
last year, and we sent our handy- 
man up the ladder to fix it. The other 
day | noticed that a couple of spots 
have decided to push out and 
breathe the spring air. What fix will 
work best? 

A: Somehow, water is getting in 
behind the stucco and undermin- 
ing the bond between the stucco 
and the surface it is covering. 

You can send the handyman up 
there every year or you can call a 
masonry contractor to find the 
source of the water intrusion and 
make repairs. The problem is prob- 
ably not serious yet, but delaying 
or simply patching it will make it 
worse and very expensive to fix.

Before all the gear was in the 
water, they hooked up several fish, 
landing one 20-pounder salmon to 
start.

Martinez Bait and Tackle reported 
good fishing again this week with 
sturgeon and striper still biting. The 
Mothball Fleet is producing from 
the middle down to the west end. 
Twenty-three sturgeon were re- 
ported over the last two weeks, 
mostly in 25-40 feet of water. Grass 
shrimp has been the bait of choice 
with ghost shrimp and pile worms 
also being used. 

Catching sturgeon were Scott 
Jackman of Martinez (74 and 68 
inches) which were released, Troy 
Rebel of Concord (two totaling 137 
inches, 230 pounds) at the sandbar 
between Buoys 4 and 6 on grass 
shrimp, Roger McCaskill of Martinez 


Deerfield Academy (Massachu- 
setts). Advancing to the after- 
noon finals, the Strokes were 
ready to take on their competi- 
tion. They rowed a close race, 
passing Deerfield in the last 50 
meters to take the gold in a 
thrilling photo finish with a time 
of 7:09.27 by edging out Deer- 
field with a time of 7:09.56. 
Perhaps the most dramatic 
race of the finals was from the 
Women’s 8, last year’s national 
champions. In the heats on Sat- 
urday, Oakland won their heat 
with a time of 6:47.66, and 
Everett Rowing Association 
(Washington) won theirs with a 
time of 6:49.79. As the crews 
were warming up for Sunday’s 
finals, there was a collision be-

Anglers 
are using clams and mackerel for 
catfish, minicrawlers and wax 
worms for perch and minnows, 
plastics and nightcrawlers for black 
bass. Sturgeon are still being 
caught on grass shrimp, ghost 
shrimp and pile worms at Chain Is- 
land, Broad Slough, the Power 
Lines and Big and Little Cut. 
Stripers are being had at Big Break, 
Sherman Lake and Decker Island 
on shad, Rat-L-Traps and sardines. 
A few keepers are also being 
caught at the Antioch Pier.

Bass action is improving with 
many anglers catching them all 
over the lake using plastics. Hot 
spots were by the island, Bass 
Cove, Alder Point and Honker Bay. 
Several good-size catfish were also 
caught by trolling in Half Moon Bay. 

LOS VAQUEROS, BRENT- 
WOOD: The staff at Los Vaqueros 
said anglers fishing for trout used 
Pautzke Salmon Eggs in combi- 
nation with a nightcrawler, 
PowerBait also worked well. The 
best locations were the cove to 
the right of Oak Point and the 
South Cove. Getting far enough 
from shore is important. Using 
lures from the shore doesn't 
seem to be producing many 
catches right now. 

Trolling remains the easiest way 
to catch trout limits or near-limits. 
Depths vary based on time of day 
and temperature but early morning 
boaters have reported limits using 
Kastmasters in the /-ounce size. 
Rapalas with some added weight 
have netted a fair amount of fish as 
well. For bass, use an aggressive 
approach any time of day. 
Peninsula Cove, the Sunken Oak 
Tree Cove and the Rock Wall are 
good places to try. Try trolling near 
the dam for stripers.

LAKE DEL VALLE, LIVER- 
MORE: The staff at Lake Del Valle 
said the trout bite is still hot with 
imits being caught on pink and 
white turbo dough and yellow 
PowerBait. Use the orange Power 
Eggs with a nightcrawler to entice 
the big ones. Ernie Martinez and 


Jeff Bernacil managed to bring in 
limits of trout while fishing from the 
narrows in a rental boat. 

For bass, anglers should use %- 
ounce double gold blades with 
Chartreuse and white in the morn- 
ing and mid-day, then switch to 
black and white with silver blades in 


the late afternoon and evenings. 
Look for structure along the shore- 
line and get ready to set the hook. 
Boat anglers are catching them 
from the north end of Swallow Bay 
all the way to the dam. 

The catfish bite is hot with lim- 
its being caught nearly all over 
the lake. Look for them in deep 
channels and shallow coves. 
Chicken liver, anchovies and 
nightcrawlers are working well. 
The crappie are most active when 
there is three consecutive days of 
warm weather in the 90s. Bluegill, 
wax worms, nightcrawlers and red 
worms are the baits to use for 
these fish. 

SAN PABLO RESERVOIR, EL 
SOBRANTE: The staff at San 
Pablo Reservoir said nearly all the 
trout caught this week were pulled 
in on Chartreuse or rainbow 
PowerBait. Significant amounts 
were caught at Pinto Point and 
from the main recreation area. 
Trout anglers looking to bait fish 
from shore this time of year need 
to get their fishing poles in the wa- 
ter early. Trout are initially attracted 
to smell, so be sure to use bait 
with a strong enough scent to 
draw them close. Trolling for trout 
is still working but anglers will 
need to take steps to get deeper. 
Try the mouth of Scow Canyon or 
near the Tower.

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Bale makes

S BILLIONAIRE 

playboy Bruce 

Wayne points out 

about his alter ego, 

Batman, “a guy 
who dresses up in a bat suit has 
got to have some issues.” He’s 
right of course, and “Batman Be- 
gins,” directed by youthful tal- 
ent Christopher Nolan, is all 
about those issues, which run 
the gamut from an abandonment 
complex to an intense fear of, of 
all things, bats. 

When Bruce (played by Chris- 
tian Bale) delivers this line, he’s 
lolling indolently in a chair, drink 
in hand and a pair of scantily 
clad models close by. In order to 
maintain his secret identity of 
Caped Crusader, Bruce does his 
best to act spoiled, arrogant and 
dimwitted, like a male Paris 
Hilton. Bale is wonderfully 
smirky in these scenes; indeed 
it’s a tossup to say which he’s 
better at playing — a deliberate 
jerk or the threatening, growling 
man in the bat suit. 

That’s heartening, because the 
first of the three personas Bale has 
to portray — the lost young man 
on a quest — is a bit of a drip, and 
until he’s gone, “Batman Begins” 

_ moves rather slowly. That’s not to 
say that his development into Bat- 
man isn’t a blast to watch, from his 
discovery of the future Batmobile 
(a tank developed for military use 
by Lucius Fox, played by the ever 
nimble Morgan Freeman) to con- 
structing Batman’s outfit, with the 
help of his loving butler Alfred (the 
even more nimble Michael Caine). 
But some rather tedious exposition 
bogs the story down initially. 

As we know, Bob Kane’s cre- 
ation was tragically orphaned as 
a young boy, which formed the 
basis for his crime-fighting fu- 
ture. In this, the fourth big-bud- 
get Batman feature film, Nolan 
and co-screenwriter David S. 
Goyer take us back to the brutal 
slaying of Bruce’s parents at the 
hands of a street person, which 
young Bruce witnesses.

The movie falters when it 
comes to a subplot involving 
Holly’s own love life. Her perfect 
man is a classmate named Adam 
(Ben Feldman), who seems to 
adore her unconditionally from 
first sight, acts wise beyond his 
years and is, even from the per- 
spective of one as ancient as 
Holly’s mother, beyond adorable.

too much eye makeup, but she 
still seems like a kid, unlike Lo- 
han, who has bizarrely acquired 
the air of a woman in her late 
30s, desperate to hold on to her 
looks. 


Noth makes for an affable and 
attractive Ben. Most of his scenes 
are with Duff and he plays off 
her teenage insanity nicely. But 
it’s Locklear who gives the 
movie’s most interesting perfor- 
mance. After years in the televi- 
sion spotlight, she’s finally start- 
ing to show her age a little, and 
it looks good on her. Until she 
found comedy on shows such as 
“Spin City” she was a woefully 
wooden actress, good for play- 
ing the nasty vixen and not much 
else. But as Jean she exhibits re- 
liable comic timing (check out 
the look on her face while at- 
tending a Styx concert with 
Lenny) and a real vulnerability.

Chessa, a pi- 
anist, a Ph.D. in musicology and 
composer, will play — by bowing 
and hammering — a 36-inch 
mini-bass saw, including some 


pieces written specifically for the 
concert. 

Chessa said the saw’s main 
musical feature is the glissando, 
or gliding from one note to an- 
other. 

“For me the musical saw’s 
glissando voice has supernatural 
features, a ghost-like voice; I 
therefore believe that it is the 
kind of voice that resounds par- 


ticularly in a space like the 
Chapel of the Chimes,” he said. 

Other performers include vo- 
calist Pamela Z; Mills College 
music professor Maggie Payne, 
who will bring her music-pro- 
ducing orchid that people will 
be able to touch; and glass in- 
strument player Miguel Fras- 
coni. 

Cahill said people experience 


the event as more than just a 
concert. “It’s a celebration of new 
life, even among the ashes of 
those no longer living. We re- 
member our friends and loved 
ones, and meet new friends along 
the way,” she said. 


“The attendance last year was 
around 1,400. It gets bigger each 
year,” said Cahill. 
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land’s high school graduation re- 
quirements were not nearly as 
stringent as University of Cali- 
fornia admissions demanded. 
And SATs, community service, 
leadership, extracurriculars — all 
the admissions criteria taken for 
granted at suburban prep schools 
— was news to this crew. 

The foundation’s tutoring pro- 
gram ratcheted up, board mem- 
bers became mentors and college 
students came in to help. The re- 
sults were stunning. 


An active role 


In a city where less than half 
the children who start high school 


ever finish, every one of the “ba- 
bies” graduated from high school. 
Nineteen went to college. Brown 
attended every graduation and 
packed them off to college. 
“When the kids went to col- 
lege, just two parents went,” 
Brown said. “They’re my kids. I 
had to take them, get them 
moved in, find apartments, 
dorms, buy toiletries, food, check 
roommates. These are my kids.” 
She reels off their names with 
deep affection, Delisha, LaTosha, 
Nekita, Michael. Three are in 


graduate school now, and 
Brown’s not done. 
“Every four years I reach back 


and get another first grade,” 
Brown said. Another 89 babies 
are on the launch pad now. Sev- 
enteen are clutching college ac- 
ceptance letters. Brown’s phone 
rings off the hook. Life is con- 
siderably more complicated now 
than it was with that first class. 
Now, Brown’s babies come 
from all over Oakland’s public 
school system. Every four years, 
the foundation's board members 
sift through hundreds of appli- 
cations to choose the next batch. 
“I'd try to take them all,” 
Brown said. “But they bring me 
20 little babies, and we run.” 
Brown visits 40 classrooms 
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every two weeks to keep tabs on 
her first- and fourth-graders. She 


gets the teens after school and in , 


the evenings, at tutoring sessions 
or in late-night telephone calls. 

“Tf I thought about it, I could- 
n't do it,” Brown said. 

Brown fits booksignings, 
speeches and fund-raisers around 
those babies. Putting 20 or 40 or 
89 kids through college is an ex- 
pensive proposition, even before 
one factors in the cost of sneak- 
ers, food and SAT prep books. 

The foundation holds grass- 
roots fund-raisers like crab feeds 
or big flea markets. An annual 
banquet brings in more. Sales 


from this book go directly to the 
foundation. 

But most of all, she hopes that 
the book serves as a road map 
for poor children who want to go 
to college, and for the adults who 
can get them there. It’s not about 
money, she said. 

“No one thought we could do 
it. And yes, we proved them 
wrong,” she writes. “But the best 
part is that we proved them 
wrong with nothing but our love 
and support of one another.”

building, which holds urns that 
contain ashes of the dead. Since 
it’s also the longest day of the 
year, the concert’s late-afternoon 
and early evening time frame 
makes full use of the natural 
light, which brings to life the 
chapel’s stained glass skylights 
and windows. 

Writer and musician Sarah 
Cahill, the creator and co-pro- 
ducer of the event, first wandered 
into the Julia Morgan-designed 
building in 1996 when she was 
researching a story for the East 


Bay Express. “I heard music 
coming from some distant place 
and thought how enticing it is to 
try and find the music, getting 
lost in the maze-like structure, 
and encountering surprises along 
the way,” she said. 

At the time, New Music Bay 
Area — of which Cahill is a board 
member — was looking for cre- 
ative ways to do new music con- 
certs, and Cahill thought she’d 
found the right spot. 

Cahill, who designed it as an 
informal event to recreate the ex- 
perience she had that first day, 
said it’s also a concert that’s per- 
fect for people who may not or- 
dinarily be concert-goers. “So, if 
you’re walking through and you 
come.across Larnie Fox’s hand- 
cranked motoric sculptures, or 
Amy X Neuberg’s songs, you can 
just enjoy it as whimsical and 
fun, and spend as long or short 
as you like with it, without all the 
baggage of going into a concert 
hall,” said Cahill. 

Internationally known com- 
poser and musician Paul Dresher 
and Joel Davel, electronic per- 
cussionist in Dresher’s Ensem- 
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ble, the Electro-Acoustic Band, 
will return to the small chapel 
this year. 

“I consider the Garden of 
Memory event one of my all-time 
favorite new music perfor- 
mances,” said Dresher. “I come 
back each year simply because 
we get so much wonderful feed- 
back from the audience. We use 
the informality of the event to 
take more chances, improvise 
more freely, and generally trust 
that it’s fine to not be sure where 
we're going when we combine 
composed and improvised mate- 
rials.” 

Pianist Cahill will perform 
with trombonist Monique Buz- 
zarte in the premiere of Pauline 
Oliveros’ “The Gender of Now,” 
a structured improvisation, which 
sounds contradictory. “Each per- 
former is given instructions, but 
not written notes,” said Cahill. 

Philip Gelb will play the 
shakuhachi, an ancient Japanese 
bamboo flute, in the Garden of 
Supplication, where the ashes of 
his close friend, Matthew Sperry,

‘Promise’ delivers an extraordinary story

T WAS an audacious 

promise. But Oral Lee 

Brown wasn’t thinking 

about the real world when 

she gazed down at those 
Oakland first-graders in 1987. 
She promised to adopt them, to 
send them to college and, ulti- 
mately, to love them. 

The story made headlines, of 
course. It made headlines again 
in 1999, when all 23 graduated 
from high school. And with the 
publication of “The Promise: 
How One Woman Made Good on 
Her Extraordinary Pact to Send 
a Classroom of First Graders to 
College,” written by Brown and 
San Jose Mercury News reporter 
Caille Millner, it’s something 
more — a road map to inspire 
others. 

The book delves deep into 
what happened between that ini- 
tial pledge and graduation day: 
the weekly classroom visits, the 
late-night phone calls and crises 
and the constant, loving atten- 
tion Brown and her growing 
cadre of volunteers lavished upon 
these children. 

“You can’t just drop your kids 
off at school and hope that they’ll 
learn something,” Brown writes 
in “The Promise.” 

“It is not that hard to make a 
big difference in the quality of 
education your child receives,” 
she continues. “All it takes is the 
investment of a little bit of time 
... If you’re old enough to be a 
parent, you're old enough to have 
learned something that will be of 
value to the children in the class-

room. Even if it’s no more than 
knowing how to stack the books 
up at the end of class or putting 
the chairs up on the desks after 
school. Get involved. Do some- 
thing.” 

Finding the means 


Brown did more than some- 
thing. She set aside $10,000 of 
her $45,000 annual salary to 
launch the Oral Lee Brown Foun- 
dation, a repository of future tu- 
itions and hope. 

Brown knew all about poverty. 
Born in the Mississippi Delta in 
the early 1940s, Brown escaped 
her impoverished upbringing and 
moved to California at age 20. 
She worked days and attended 
school at night, realizing even 
then that education was key to a 
better future. 

Armed with a University of 
San Francisco bachelor’s degree, 
Brown began working, first for 
Blue Cross, then as an Oakland 
Realtor and finally as head of her 
own real estate company — rais- 
ing three daughters at the same 
time. 

Brown set aside nearly a third 
of that Realtor salary each year for 
the foundation, adding on new 
business ventures — including a 
peach cobbler business and restau- 
rant — to help make ends meet, 
with help from her family, includ- 
ing two by-then grown daughters.

Brown’s relentless schedule 
took a toll on her family. Her 
marriage to Joe Brown, the girls’ 
beloved stepfather, disintegrated 
in 1995. 

But Brown never wavered. 
She didn’t just pay for college, 
she bought shoes when poverty 
kept barefoot children out of 
school. She delivered groceries 
when small bellies hungered too 
much to learn. 

“I would literally have to leave 
my office and buy groceries,” 
Brown said during a recent in- 
terview. “The school would call 
me, wouldn't even call their par- 
ents. I became a Mom.” 

The lack of parental involve- 
ment in impoverished areas is a 
depressing reality. Brown has no 
problem with parents who jug- 
gle multiple jobs to support their 
families, but she’s bothered by 
the ones who always have an ex- 
cuse to skip Back to School Night 
and parent meetings. 

“Parental support is crucial, 
but unfortunately, we don’t have 
it,” said Brown. “Lots of parents 
are not educated. They’re jeal- 
ous, worried that their children 
will go off to college and won't

In the summer of 1962, Arnold 
Guesford could be seen driving a 
1960 Chevrolet in the vicinity of Mar- 
tinsburg, W.Va. “| wasn’t too happy 
with it,” he said, and began shop- 
ping for a replacement. 

He found what he was looking 
for at a dealership: A new Mercury 
Meteor. He discovered the not-too- 
big nor not-too-small model posi- 
tioned between the Comet and the 
Monterey models. The car that 
caught his eye was a light blue-over- 
off white Meteor Custom four-door 
sedan with an automatic transmis- 
sion mated to the smallest V8 of- 
fered, a 221-cubic-inch engine that 
developed 145 horsepower. 

The Meteor he selected was the 
most popular of the five models 
available that year — 23,484 of them 
were manufactured. On July 14, 
1962, Guesford paid $3,080.36, tax 
included, shook the hand of the 
salesman and drove off in his new 
Mercury, which included only an AM 
radio, white sidewall tires and an au- 
tomatic transmission as options. 

The attractive sedan has proven 
to be a tough, durable vehicle. After 
only 3,000 miles with the “new car 
smell” still intact, Guesford was rear- 
ended by a co-worker on the way to 
work. “The rear bumper was re- 
placed,” he said. There was very lit- 
tle bodywork that needed to be done. 
“Still,” he said, “it made me sick.” 
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As his two daughters, Linda and 
Marie reached the appropriate age, 
they both learned to drive at the 
wheel of the Mercury. The 116.5- 
inch wheelbase helped to ease the 
pain of parallel parking lessons. 
Later on, Guesford said, “Linda 
drove the Mercury to Shepherd Col- 
lege from September 1965 to May 
1969 five days a week, a distance 
of 25 miles round trip.” 

The 2,964-pound car per- 
formed flawlessly and never let her 
down. When his daughter gradu- 
ated from college, Guesford gave 
the car to her. 

Soon thereafter, she traded the 
Mercury in on a new car, receiving 
an allowance on the car of $500. “| 
didn't want to see the car go,” Gues- 
ford said, “so | bought it back for 
$275.” The salesman was the same 
one who had sold him the car when 
it was new, 

By 1979, the odometer had 
counted 97,259 miles when the fuel 
pump acted up. That's when Gues- 
ford parked the Mercury until June 
1984. At that time the engine and 
transmission were sent off to be re- 
built. In the meantime, Guesford re- 
placed the radiator and heater core. 
Also replaced were the ball joints, 
tie rod ends, idler arm and shock 
absorbers, which returned precise 


steering control to the Mercury. Ad- 
ditionally, rear air shock absorbers 
were installed along with new 
brakes, including wheel cylinders 
and a master cylinder. 

When the time came to put the 
engine and transmission back in the 
car, the shop that rebuilt them could 
only locate the transmission. The 
original 221-cubic-inch V8 engine 
had been misplaced, lost or stolen. 
It was replaced with a later model, 
more powerful, 289-cubic-inch Ford 
V8 engine. 

The light blue vinyl interior re- 
mains original with bench seats both 
front and rear. “| still have white side- 
wall bias-ply tires on the 14-inch 
wheels,” Guesford said. 

Even with the larger replacement 
engine, he reports fuel economy fig- 
ures of about 20 or more miles per 
gallon. The well-preserved Mercury 
Meteor was never encumbered with 
air conditioning, power steering, 
power brakes or power windows. 

Perhaps those omissions are the 
secret to the 43-year longevity of the 
car. After all these years, Guesford 
is beginning to entertain thoughts of 
passing on his trusty Mercury Me- 
teor to the next generation.

Take a European vacation, buy 
a car and save big bucks

For some American car buyers, 
taking an overseas vacation, pick- 
ing up a new BMW at the Euro- 
pean factory, and having it 
shipped back to the states after 
the holiday is all part of the sweet 
smell of success. Going to Europe 
to take delivery of a new car is a 
money-saving enterprise for those 
who know how to capitalize on it. 

Martha McKinley, a BMW 
spokeswoman, says there are 
many repeat buyers who periodi- 
cally travel to Germany to receive 
delivery of their new car, drive it 
around for a European vacation 
and then have the vehicle shipped 
back to the states as a used car. 
She says the cars must be or- 
dered through a U.S. dealership, 
and must be a vehicle built to U.S. 
specifications to be registered 
through a Division of Motor Vehi- 
cle. 

Air carrier Lufthansa even of- 
fers a special fare for customers 
who fly to BMW's factory in Mu- 
nich. With the purchase of a 
round-trip economy ticket, a com- 
panion flies free. Purchasing a 
business class ticket means the 
companion’s fare is discounted 75 
percent. This offer is only avail- 
‘able to BMW customers who buy 
their vehicle through the com- 
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pany’s European delivery program 
by Dec. 31. 

Cars bought with cash may be 
kept in Europe for up to six 
months. If the car is leased 
through BMW financial services, 
it must be exported to the U.S. 
within 30 days. BMW dealers take 
care of the entire process, from 
ordering and insuring the car to 
arranging shipment. However, pre- 
planning is necessary, reserving 
the car three months before a 
scheduled overseas pick-up. 
BMWs such as the Z4 and X5, 
which are made in the U.S., can’t 
be picked up in Europe. 

Other European importers, 
such as Mercedes, Porsche and 
Volvo, offer similar plans. More 
than 100,000 Mercedes-Benz cars 
have been purchased through its 
European delivery plan over the 
last 40 years. The Mercedes plan 
also offers a 7 percent saving off 
the U.S. MSRP for C-Class, E- 
Class, SLK and CLk-class vehi- 
cles. The purchase price savings 
can range from $2,000 off the 
price of a C-Class to up to $7,000 
off the price of the S-Class AMG, 
Only vehicles produced at the 
Mercedes Sindelfingen plant are 


available through the European 
delivery plan. 

Mercedes offers customers us- 
ing its plan one night at any of a 
dozen first-class hotels. The plan 
provides 15 days of European 
road insurance, without a de- 
ductible, plus two vouchers to 
cover the taxi fare from the airport 
to the hotel in Stuttgart and to the 
European delivery center. 

Car buyers may also take a 90- 
minute tour of the Sindelfingen 
factory. The Mercedes may be 
dropped off post-vacation at one 
of 13 places that will get the ve- 
hicle to the ship which transports 
it overseas to the United States. 
The plan includes marine insur- 
ance and ocean freight. There is 
no*handling or shipping charge. 

Volvo has the most generous 
European delivery program. After 
a vehicle is ordered at a U.S. 
dealer, Volvo provides free coach 
roundtrip to and from Gothenburg, 
Sweden, and a free night at the 
Radisson Hotel in that city. After 
accepting delivery in Gothenburg, 
the car may be driven in Europe 
for up to six months. 

Volvo has a dozen points 
where the car may be left post-va- 
cation and it will arrange ship- 
ment. Volvo says that buyers 
through its European delivery pro- 
gram are up 50 percent this year.

Dear Dennis: When engaging 
a part-time four-wheel drive sys- 
tem, the front and rear wheels are 
locked through a transfer case. 
The binding feeling is caused 
when the front wheels try to stay 
at the same speed as the rear 
wheels. The front and rear actually 
are fighting each other. On an all- 
wheel drive system, the front and 
rear axles are connected through 
a center differential. The center dif- 


ferential has slippage designed , 


into it. This allows the front and 
rear axles not to fight each other. 
The binding feeling is normal on 
part-time four-wheel drive systems. 
On all-wheel drive vehicles there 
may be a slight binding feeling on 
tight turns at very slow speeds; this 
is also normal. On either system, 
tire rotation is important. All tires 
must be the same brand and 
model (same tread pattern). 
Dear Doctor: | purchased an 
Acura RL recently. The owner's 
manual calls for premium unleaded 
gasoline. With the higher gas 
prices, | switched over to 87 octane 
a couple of months ago. | have not 
noticed any driving differences or 
engine ping. What is the advantage 
of using the more expensive higher 
octane? Can there be any long- 
term engine effect? — Robert 
Dear Robert: The RL engine, 
like other performance engines, are 
designed with multiple valves and 
a higher compression cylinder de-

The first two 
oil changes were done at 3,000 
miles intervals, At 6,000 miles the 
shop suggested | switch over to 
semi-synthetic oil and said | can 
now go 6,000 miles between 
changes. Is this something you 
would recommend? They also sug- 
gested tire rotation at 6,000-mile in- 
tervals. — Joe 

Dear Joe: | use semi-synthetic 
oil at our shop and still recommend 
the oil change interval at three 
months or 3,000 miles. With full 
synthetic oil you can extend the oil 
change to six months or 6,000 
miles. Tire rotation mileage can vary 
from 6,000 to 9,000 miles, de- 
pending on the vehicle and tire 
wear. 

Dear Doctor: | own a 1989 Nis- 
san Sentra with only 67,000 miles.

DETROIT — Classes are ending 
for students across the nation and 
report cards on their performance 
for the year will be going home with 
them. Final grades and top honors 
are being doled out to the world’s 
automakers at this time of year. 

Most recently, Harbour Consult- 
ing of Troy, Mich., released its an- 
nual Harbour report — an extremely 
important scorecard to automakers 
— on the productivity and efficiency 
of motor vehicle assembly plants 
across North America for 2004. It 
measures productivity by the total 
number of labor hours required to 
assemble a vehicle. 

Why should consumers care 
about productivity? The automaker 
with the best productivity incurs the 
lowest cost. That savings can be 
used as pure profit for an au- 
tomaker, which may pump that 
money back into the development 
of new models, giving consumers 
more choices. Productivity savings 
can be used to hold down the price 
of a car or add more features at the 
same price. Depending on the pop- 
ularity of the vehicle, the savings 
can be passed along to the con- 
sumer in the form of an incentive 
or added wiggle room in the deal- 
ership haggling process. 

What's most important, how- 
ever, is that high productivity gen- 
erally goes hand-in-hand with high 
quality. That proved to be the case 
this year. 

Toyota was the year’s valedic- 
torian in both productivity and qual- 
ity. In the Harbour report, Toyota 
took first place as the most efficient 
producer of vehicles in North Amer- 
ica. Toyota cut its total labor hours 
per vehicle to 27.90 hours for a 5.5- 
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percent reduction from last year’s 
study. That allowed Toyota to push 
past Nissan in efficiency. Nissan 
was actually less efficient, largely 
because it was launching a num- 
ber of new vehicles, including the 
new Pathfinder sport utility, new 
Frontier pickup truck and freshened 
Altima sedan. 

Toyota’s productivity gives it a 
$350 to $500 per vehicle cost ad- 
vantage over Detroit automakers, 
said Harbour President Ron Har- 
bour. Only a few weeks earlier, Toy- 
ota, including its Lexus division, 
took top honors in another cate- 
gory: quality. Toyota earned 10 of 
the top 18 model segment awards 
— more than any other automaker 
— in the J.D. Power and Associates 
2005 Initial Quality Study. The study 
uses surveys of more than 62,000 
buyers and lessees of 2005 cars 
and trucks after 90 days of owner- 
ship to measure 135 attributes in 
nine categories, from ride, handling 
and braking to engine and trans- 
mission, and other problems re- 
ported by vehicle owners. 

General Motors could be called 
the salutatorian in both reports. In 
the Harbour report, it remained the 
most efficient of the three U.S. au- 
tomakers, cutting nearly an hour or 
2.5 percent from the time needed a 
year earlier to build a vehicle. That 
marked quite a feat, since it suffered 
lower sales and market share, usu- 
ally contrary to a boost in produc- 
tivity. Chrysler and Ford also showed 
improvement. Combined, the Big 
Three have narrowed the efficiency 
gap so they are now approaching 
Honda's efficiency. (Honda, like Nis-

finish, a 22,000-mile trek spon- 
sored by The New York Times and 
Le Matin in Paris. The machines 
were primitive — the American au- 
tomobile industry was about a 
decade old in 1908 — and the 
roads, where they existed at all, 
were often covered with snow or 
choked with axle-deep mud. 

The men were equal to the 
challenge. Chief among them was 
George Schuster, a mechanic and 
driver for the sole American entry, 
a Thomas Flyer. He pushed his 
car to Paris, sometimes quite lit- 
erally, sometimes on willpower 
alone. He and his fellow racers 
proved, once and for all, that au- 
tomobile travel was without 
boundaries. 

Fenster, the race's chronicler, 
has captured much of the hard- 
ship and drama in a serviceably 
written book that shows some 
painstaking research. The princi- 
pal competitors are painted in 
broad strokes, but some readers 
may wonder if more intimate, 
more human portraits might have 
been possible.

“Automotive Atrocities: 
The Cars We Love to 
Hate” 


By Eric Peters. 

Illustrated. 128 pages. Motor- 
books International. $19.95 
Though awful cars have existed 
throughout automotive history, Eric 
Peters focuses on recent eyesores 
of the highways, especially the 
rich decade following the energy 
shock of 1974, This era of down- 
sizing, disco and double-knit 
leisure suits produced innovation 
borne of desperation and was an 
especially rich period for hateable 
vehicles, 

Peters, described in the jacket 
blurb as an automotive columnist 
for America Online, Netscape and 
CompuServe, divides his loser- 
mobiles into three categories: fake 
muscle cars, loathsome luxury ve- 
hicles (think “Corinthian leather”) 
and egregious economy cars. He 
recalls the greatest hits of ugly: 
American Motors’ Gremlin and 
Pacer; the Ford Pinto and Mercury 
Zephyr; the Cadillac Cimarron and 
Pontiac Aztek from General Mo- 
tors; and imports like the Yugo GV 
and Daihatsu Charade. 


SUPPLEMENT 


The prose is sometimes as 
charmingly overstyled as the cars 
described. For example, he ar- 
gues that “there’s no such thing 
as ‘the elder statesman years’ for 
a Gremlin.” 

Still, some of the ugly cars 
have become lovable, in a twisted 
way. Hating cars is part of loving 
them, as the book's subtitle sug- 
gests, and the real danger to car 
culture is designs that are merely 
unobjectionable, Many drivers to- 
day, scanning the parking lots at 
America's malls, might cry (as Pe- 
ters does, in effect), “Give us the 
ugly over the dull.”

“Ferrari: A Champion’s 
View” 


By Phil Hill; photography by 
John Lamm. 

Illustrated. 192 pages. Dalton 
Watson Fine Books. $80. 

Scores of works have at- 
tempted to bring insight to the 
magical history of Ferrari, many 
fastidiously researched and en- 
gagingly told. Some of the better 
ones are related by witnesses to 
the events; the rare few come from 
the people who actually made the 
history. 

“A Champion’s View” is just 
such a book, a coffee-table vol- 
ume by Phil Hill, the American 
racecar driver who won the For- 
mula One championship for the 
Ferrari team in 1961. 

In the four decades since Hill 
retired from professional racing, 
he has owned a restoration shop 
and has written for Road & Track 
magazine, where many of the sto- 
ries he tells in “A Champion's 
View” were originally printed. In 
this handsome book, lavishly il- 
lustrated with photographs by 
John Lamm, he focuses primarily 
on the competition sports cars, 
among them the magnificent Testa 
Rossas, Dinos and Monzas, 
though the endurance racing pro- 
totypes and even a team truck are 
examined. 

With a mechanic’s eye for de- 
tail and a champion’s feel for all 
shades of performance dynamics, 
Hill weaves a straightforward nar- 
rative that combines his own race- 
track experiences with a historical 
perspective on each car and his 
impressions from modern-day dri- 
ves in restored examples. There

may be more complete chronolo- 
gies of the cars that wear the 
prancing horse, but finding one 
that covers this slice of Ferrari's 
history with such authority is un- 
likely.

“Pioneers, Engineers,

Beverly Rae Kimes has written 
an absolutely delightful book, both 
entertaining and informative, on 
one of the world’s great inven- 
tions, the automobile. It is a 
chronological study of the cars as 
well as the inventors, engineers, 
businessmen and con artists who 
made horseless carriage history 
from the 1800s through the 1920s. 

Kimes presents the very human 
side of the development of this dy- 
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namic industry. All the players are 
here; steamers, electrics and in- 
ternal combustion vehicles, 
whether from the United States or 
Europe. All of the diverse person- 
alities and characters associated 
with the business come to life. She 
captures it all. 

There are hundreds of insight- 
ful quotes, including this from 
Henry Ford, delivered in response 
to his partner's proposal to build 
a bigger 6-cylinder car: “A car 
should not have any more cylin- 
ders than a cow has teats,” Many 
more anecdotes bring life to 
Kimes’ trip down the highway of 
automotive history.

“Greatest American 
Cars” 


Illustrated. 752 pages. Krause 
Publications. $29.99. 

These are the greatest Ameri- 
can cars? Not exactly. This illus- 
trated automotive history shows 
only one Pierce-Arrow, and it isn't 
the Silver Arrow. There are no 
Mark Il Continentals, no Rivieras, 
no Toronados. But there is a Cav- 
alier, a Duster and a Mustang II. 
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Although the book seems to 
have been hastily put together, it 
is at least neatly organized by 
decades, each defined by a two- 
page timeline and a listing of sig- 
nificant events (mostly but not ex- 
clusively automotive), Cars 
representing almost every year 
from 1900 to 2000 are illustrated 
with large color photographs 
spread over two pages. 

Along with the automotive 
omissions, there was no editor ei- 
ther, it seems. There are many 
misspellings, fractured facts and 
repetitions. Twice in a single para- 
graph, details of the third-gener- 
ation Corvette convertible being 
discontinued are related — incor- 
rectly. The first “hardtop convert- 
ible” shown is the ‘50 DeSoto, not 
the great General Motors exam- 
ples from 1949. In 1955, we are 
told, there were “three great com- 
panies, GM, Ford and Chevrolet." 
And what is supposed to be a ‘63 
Imperial is actually a ‘66 

In all, “Greatest American Cars” 
is an entertaining overview, but be- 
ware the details. Just enjoy the 
pictures,

Power for the Tuono R comes from a 
997.62 cc, longitudinal 60 degree V-Twin, 
four stroke, dry sump motor. It is liquid- 
cooled with three-way pressurized circuit, in- 
direct electronic multi-point fuel injection, 
DOHC, 8-valve, mixed gear/chain timing drive 
and patented AVDC anti-vibration. double 
countershaft. The 130 horsepower is deliv- 
ered at the crank at 9,500 rpm. The exhaust 
exits via a two-into-one-into-two affair that 
appears in an anodized gold treatment with 
carbon fiber clamps for a classy touch. 

The Tuono R weighs in dry at 410 pounds 
and is fairly compact, with a wheelbase of 
55.7 inches. Seat height is a comfortable 32 
inches for me, but some height-challenged 


riders may find it a stretch. The seat length 
may be an issue for those individuals with 
long legs, due to the foot control position- 
ing, and | thought the sculpting in the tanks 
sides prevented tucking the legs in neatly. 
There is a passenger pillion of sorts, but no 
stock pegs. The suspension is fully ad- 
justable for load and conditions, and the 
Brembo brakes and wheels handle the chore 
of reining the bike in from the outer limits in 
admirable fashion. 

My demo Aprilia RSV Tuono R was fin- 
ished predominately in Tulip Red with black 
and gold accents. The base price was set 
at $12,599 — add approximately another 
$500 for destination charge and dealer prep. 


Summary 


The RSV Tuono R comes across as a 
sport bike, with a ready-to-race look about 
it, but it is so much more comfortable to ride. 
It is exceptionally well-balanced and easy to 
control, regardless of one’s riding style. The 
fuel tank is made from ding resistant rota- 
tional nylon, which also aids in weight re- 
duction. The bike is considerably easier to 
horse around than a cruiser — chrome ac-

The instrument panel, or gauge bank, is 
comprised of digital-analog readouts and 
covers a myriad of essential functions, and 
there is a neutral start fail-safe. The head- 
light lens is manufactured from a special 
lightweight polycarbonate material that dis- 
tributes light evenly for high visibility. Alu- 
minum footrests, levers and heel guards at- 
test to the Tuono's racing heritage. ~ 

The Aprilia RSV Tuono R is enough to 
lure any cruiser type away from his or her 
ride of choice. It is fine as it is, but also lends 
itself to personalization, with a host of pres- 
tige accessories such as: a lightweight screw 
and component kit; Sachs Boge or Ohlins 
adjustable steering damper; Ohlins rear 
monoshock; and racing exhaust and con- 
trol unit. If you want to stand out to an even 
greater degree, there is a dedicated cloth- 
ing line as well.

Ford’s goal was to apply the 
flames in a smooth and seamless 
manner — much like that of a cus- 
tom bike shop. The process used 
on the Super Duty is called wet-on- 
wet paint, which features a special 
primer that allows a second coat of 
paint to be applied while the initial 
coat is wet. 

With the tester, the red flames 
were painted first, followed by an 
ultra-thin flame-shaped mask on 
top of it and black body color 
sprayed immediately. After the 
mask is removed a clear topcoat is 
sprayed. A chemical bonding oc- 
curring between the layers results 
in a smooth finish. 

For those who may not snap to 
the fact this is a theme truck — not 
merely someone attempting to hot 
rod a giant pickup — there's spe- 
cial badging on the front fenders 
and tailgate.

A close look at the center caps 
of the 20-inch, bright-polished, 
forged-aluminum wheels reveals an 
outlined Harley logo. These wheels 
feature five wide spokes, locking 
chrome lug nuts and dimples 
around the rim.
